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Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 6-7, 36, 53-54 are objected to because of tine following 
informalities: Regarding claim 6, in the current third generation (3G) wireless multimedia 
network architecture, different servers are used for handling different functions, 
therefore, Applicant is requested to amend the limitation "in a call session control 
function", line 7 to — In a serving call session control function (S-SCCF) — , for 
consistency with the specification . The same remark applies to claims 7, 36, 53-54. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of tiie invention, and of tlie manner and process of 
malting and using it, in sucli full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 53-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described In the specification In such a way as to enable one skilled In the art to 
which It pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

Regarding claim 53, the claimed limitation "determining at a call control 
function. ..a trust relation with a called party in another network" in lines 2-3, was not 
described in the specification disclosure. Consequently, the scope of protection sought 
as a whole, which the applicant wishes to have protected by the patent grant, i.e., the 
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claimed invention, is not supported and justified by tine specification disclosure. 
Applicant is requested to amend the claim in accordance with paragraph 0055, in which 
the determining step must rely on checking if the address is contained in a database of 
trusted networks provided in a call session control function. The same remark applies to 
claim 54. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification slnall conclude witln one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 54 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 54 is ambiguous. It is unclear as to whether this claim is an apparatus or a 
method claim. The term "control function" in the preamble "A call session control 
function configured to:" appears to associate with an apparatus, however, the body of 
the claim belongs to a method claim. 

Allowable subject matter 

3. Claims 9-11, 17-19, 37, 39-41, 45-47 are allowed. 

4. Claims 53-54 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1^' & 2nd paragraph, and the objection, set forth in this 
Office action. 
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5. Claims 6-7, 36 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
objection, set forth in this Office action.
